T Balancing Lake 


he monthly meeting of the Parish Council 
was held on Thursday 17th September in the Old 
Farmhouse at 7.30 pm. 
Cambridge Cables Ltd. 

The above company will be laying a cable 
communication network throughout the Village 
during 1994. The Clerk has a plan showing the 
locations of the 50 junction boxes to be sited 
around Bar Hill, and a list of these locations has 
been put on the Parish Council notice-board. 
Parish Council Workshop alteration to provide 
Youth Club facilities 

The Councillors are keen to enlist the help of 
young people to support this project. Anyone 
interested is asked to contact the Clerk to discuss 
what this would entail. 

Charterhall Properties Ltd. 

Charterhall had outlined their interest in 
developing land to the southern side of the A604 
between Bar Hill, Lolworth and the Swavesey 
roundabout. As Councillors would have wished 
for more clarification than could be given by 
Charterhall’s representative at the meeting, it 
was agreed that, at a future date, another repre- 
sentative would meet with the Council to discuss 
this matter more fully. 

Future Maintenance of stream between Apple- 
trees and Watermead. 

The Chairman and Clerk had met with repre- 
sentatives of the SCDC and Wilcon to discuss 
the problem of future maintenance of this part of 
the stream once it becomes the PC’s responsibil- 
ity. The previous proposal of concrete channel- 
ling had been found unsuitable for the site and a 
further recommendation was made by a SCDC 
Engineer that a form of mesh be erected to assist 
in maintaining the bank. Costings for this are 


Proposals to develop a shallow pond and 
marshy area on part of the Balancing Lake were 
put forward by Cllr. Richardson. These were 
agreed by the Councillors.

TESCO re-development, Bar Hill 


Dear Editor, 

I would be grateful if the copy of this and of the enclosed letter could be printed in full in the Bar 
Hill News. I appreciate that it is a long letter, but at the Planning meeting held at S.C.D.C. offices 
earlier this month it was only read in part and gave, as I understand it, an inaccurate view of my 
feelings toward the proposed TESCO development. I hope and feel it may be of interest to residents 
in the village to read it in full. I do hope that this may be possible.

Dear Mr. Cleary, 

Further to the meeting which we both attended this week at TESCO’S, I feel I must write to put 
on record the views expressed at that meeting and as I perceive it the problems that are inherent in 
the plans as submitted. I have had 3 letters and 2 telephone calls, and about 12 discussions with 
individuals with regard to this matter and as you are aware there are a sizeable number of local 
residents who feel very strongly about the plans. 

The impression I gained was that : 

1. TESCO’s is in need of refurbishment, which is under way; 

2. The proposed delivery route to the side of Gladeside and in front of our Community Primary 
school and Playgroup is a dangerous and unacceptable route to be taken - the inherent dangers are 
too vast to contemplate and it is felt that this must be altered. (Traffic restrictions for delivery will 
never be adhered to and therefore this must be changed); 

3. The large retail unit which, I understand, has a floor area equal to that of TESCO’s store at 
Milton, is excessive both in size and design; 

It is not known what type of store will be located here and I most urgently ask the planning 
committee to call a halt to this area of the development until the type of use is ascertained and the 
volume of extra traffic so generated is known. 

4. TESCO has acquired further land to the rear of their site - to rationalise it, was the reason given, 
but there are fears that this + TESCO’s store + 15 - 17 unit shops + an increased size public house 
+a vast retail unit and a garden centre will make this development of a size bordering on much more 
“out of town" shopping complex than we have now. This is all in the “heart" of our village. 

5. The last point relates to access to and from Bar Hill onto the A604. It has never ceased to amaze 
me that this village of over 4,300 people has only ome way into and one way out of the village! An 
accident - an all-out emergency could occur and emergency vehicles and help could find it difficult, 
if not on some occasions impossible, to enter the village. This problem will increase with further 
development at the centre of the village. 

I would, therefore, in closing, ask that the Planning Committee do not allow these plans in their 
entirety to be passed until: 

i. The road access and usage is ascertained more precisely; 

ii. That the use of the large retail unit is named and that the volume of traffic be assessed 
accurately; 

iii. That the urgency of the permission is slowed, at this stage, to enquire more fully into the use 
of the large retail unit, particularly as it was stated at last week’s meeting that: and I quote - "TESCO 
is not saying that the development will be built - a review of plans could take place" 

"TESCO wish approval to be made and they will raise the issue of development - whether the 
scheme should be modified, after monitoring the progress of the Huntingdon store". 

I do hope that these points can be brought before the planning committee for their consideration 
and that the refurbishment and change relating to TESCO Stores and the heart of our village can 
co-exist in harmony.
